A letter was read from the Colonial 
Secretary stating that the by-luws made 
by the Board ander Section 13 of Ordinance 
16 of 1894 hed been: spproved by the 
Legislative Conncil with tiie exception of 
clause 31, [The clause in question gave 
the Board power to dloee houses certified 
as unfit for haman habitation, oven al- 
though cleansed and disinfected.) 

‘Lhe Director of Poblic Workg said the 
senior unofficial member of Council had 
seon him with-referenco to this by-law and 
had pointed ont that as it stood now the 
general impression would be that the 
Board might close houses and keep them 
‘closed for-any length of time, whiclr would 
be prejodiciat to preperty. Ifthe by-law 
could be so read it was far“ from the 
iutention of the Board. He would there- 
fore sproposa the insertion of the words 
‘during the provalence of such epidemic 
or for auch less period,’ etc. The- senior 
‘unofficial member said that would quite 
meet the difficoliy he had pointed out, and 
porsonally be (Mr Cooper) did not seo apy 
objection to it. :
